let  Russia. 

Poets,  artists  and  other  talented 
people  made  up  the  guard  of  honor 
for  the  casket.  There  were  fifty 
delegations  from  surrnun  hng  cltle.s. 
Many  of  the  n  ■  'nied  ban- 

ners on  which  were  inscribed  Maya- 
kovsky's  rsvohiBanary  poems.  . 

Neither  on  the  funeral  truck  aor 
elsewhere  were  there  any  wreaths  or 
flower.s  In  any  form  As  a  matter  of 
course,  no  rellgiou;;  leremony  was 
held. 

Composing  the  100,000  mourners 
were  students,  working  men  and 
womgn.  and  great  numbers  of  youths 
and  children.

Like  so  many  composers  who  have 
attained  recognition  in  the  musical 
flnnament.  Leo  Dellbes  excelled  lii ' 
his  ab|dles.  As  a  precocious  youth 
in  "the  Paris  Cnn  e;  vatory ,  lie  car- 
ried off  many  pn/e ,  tor  mu.'  ical 
scholarship.  In  later  years  lie  wa.s 
elected  a  member  of  the  faculty  of 
that  Institution.  At  one  time  he 
filled  in  as  accompanist  at  the  old 
Theatre  Lyriqua  and  as  organist  In 

a  local  church. 

Willie  serving  at  the  theatre 
i>iibes  composed  ballet  music,  and 
it  is  now  conaadad  that  his  offer- 
ings In  that  field  may  be  rightly 
classified  among  th"  i  •  , -qulsl'e 
compositions  of  tcda^  His  rl(  h 
melodic  gift  alto  created  rell: 
dance  music.  But  his  dreams  and 
ambitions  soared  hl|^ker  and  he 
fixed  his  eyes  upon  grand  opera, ' 
which  appeared  to  hhn  as  the  acme 
of  mu.sical  achievement. 

He  conflded  his  plans  to  two  men 
Coudinet  and  GlUe.  Who  had  con- 
tributed in  the  past  the  variou* 
books  for  comic  operas  which  were 
set  to  music  by  the  composer.  For 
a  theme  Dellbes  suggested  a  story 
that  was  running  currently  In  the 
"Nouvelle  Revue"  by  Pierre  Loti.  It 
wa.s  known  as  "Rarahu." 

.  J^".  »  French  naval  offlcer.  sta- 
tioned hi  tha  Fur  Bast,  had  turned 
to  writing  Action  Hi.s  services  In 
that  section  of  the  world  yielded 
an  Intense  love  of  the  erotic  East,  a 
feeling  which  is  unque.stlonably  re- 
n«Jted  in  aU  his  wrlthigs.  His 
Rarahu"  was  later  changed  to 
«  1^  ***"^«  ^  Which  was 

first  published  serially  in  1879  and 
described  an  Indian  romance  it 
was  Jast  the  plot  for  Dellbes  and 
permitted  him  to  compose  dreamy 
sensuous  music. 

Goudinet  and.  OlUe  fashioned  a 
imretto  that,  for  aU  its  novelty  in 
theme,  was  only  con.stnicted  accord- 
ing to  the  stereotyped  formula  of 
their  generation.  But  it  chanced  to 
furnish  a  motive  for  tropical  scen- 
ery, Hindu  costumes  and  Oriental 
color.  Dellbes  invested  the  plot  with 
music  that  cleariy  demonstrated  his 
wttraordinary  skUl.  The  melodies 
were  extremely  tuneful  and  charm- 
ing. 

In  due  course  the  opera  was  com- 
pleted and,  when  offered  pubUcly  at 
the  Paris  Opera  House  under  the 
title  of  "Lakme."  its  music  and  set- 
thigs  captivated  all  listeners.  The 
critics  were  forc-d  tf>  admit  that  al- 
thoiijjh  a  s.mieness  of  melodies  wtus 
inextricably  woven  into  the  opsra. 
still  lt,s  grace  and  langour  Hfted 
Dellbes  far  above  his  contemporaries 
The  great  Pattl  was  in  the  audi- 
ence when  "Lakme"  was  first  ren- 
dered and  Immediately  planned  to 
adopt  the  pruu  ipnl  role  for  her  own. 
Thereafter  it  remained  as  her  favor- 
ite part,  thereby  ftddhistreatar  glory 
to  her  powers  as  a  waniliesi.  Melba 
also  sang  tha  nU  ropintadly.

Beans  have  Ijeen  regarded  by 
some  of  the  old  schools  of  diettciafM 
as  one  of  the  finest  substitutes  for 
meat  because  they  contain  a  large 
amount  of  protein.  When  X  flnt 
experlmeated  with  dtetetlca  I  loon 
dlacovered  that  while  beans  un- 
doubtedly oootain  a  large  amount  of 
protein,  it  is  a  form  that  Ls  not 
readily  dlge.sted  and  cau.ses  flatu- 
lence even  when  eaten  by  healthy 
people,  and,  of  course,  naturally  a 
great  deal  more  gas  with  one  who 
has  di-sturbed  digestion.  Thto  seems 
to  be  because  of  the  large  amount 
of  starpb  ooatataed  throi«hout  the 
bean,  and  because  of  a  peculiar 
cellular  construction  which  makes  it 
dlfHcult  for  the  digestive  r.-mients 

to  penetrate  into  the  protcm  of  the 
bean 

Tliere  are  a  fe.v  exceptions  to 
tbe.si'  wcneral  n  i  l-  about  beans 
nie  first  is  the  iin.:;  bean  which, 
when  taken  younK.  lie  l  ore  the  beans 
have  fully  formed,  makes  aa  excel- 
lent nonetarohy  vegetable  that  eaa 
be  need  ia  ooaiblnattoa  with  any 
other  food,  even  by  sick  people. 

Another  exception  l.s  the  .sov  bean, 
which  eontaln.s  so  little  .st.arch  a,s  to 
place  It  In  jhe  nonstai'hv  grraip. 
and  for  this  rea.son  it  ha.s  hern  used 
for  a  number  of  ■..•ar,  in  diabetic 

It  is  extensively  used  aa  a 
fo<xi  in  China  and  Japaa.  aad  aa- 
doubtedly  furaldMe  the  prtadpal 
proteia  of  theea  aattoaa.  It  has  not 
yet  beoome  popular  in  the  United 
State.^  or  Canada.  Its  protein  is  a 
little  more  dlfTlcuIt  to  digest  than 
mewl  but  beeau.se  of  It.s  small  star.  h
